PUBLIC PORTION - CONSENT AGENDA ITEMS

Mayor Watters opened the Public Portion of the meeting for comments on the Consent Agenda ltems.

CLERK’S REPORT

Mrs. Orlando’s reported:

e Construction Scanning — Foveonics, our digital storage company is experiencing backlog due to
COVID. They are prepping for Phase Il to scan our construction files. Will come to show Mrs.
Orlando how the system works.

e Network Security — Our IT company, Nisivoccia Consulting, will send a quote to upgrade our
network security that is nine (9) years old. There is no anti-virus or protection against ransom ware
attacks. Quote will cover three (3) years of updates of anti-virus, anti-ransom ware, upgrades.
Approximate cost of equipment and installation upgrade is $1,500.00.

e Planet Fitness — Grand opening is February 16, 2022 at 4:30 pm. Mrs. Mora Dillon and Mayor
Watters will attend.

e Land Use Board Resignation — David Spender resigned from the LUB. An alternate will fill that
position.

ENGINEER’S REPORT

Mr. Quanme from Ferriero Engineering reported:

Discussion of January 21st report.

Janes Chapel Road - Pre-Construction meeting last Wednesday. Gas company plans to start April
1st, will take 3-4 weeks to complete by May 1st. That timeline will work with our contractor. Will be a
Distribution Line that our residents can tie into, not a transmission line as originally stated.

Mr. Quanme contacted Ms. Hrebenak about Mt. Bethel Church to get a better understanding of the
project. He will keep the project moving.

Completed Municipal Aid Projects — State received the signed documents sent for Watters Road
and will process. Heiser Road is next and the State received the documents sent for review. Airport
Road is third. From approval it takes at least a month to receive payment.

Mr. Ferriero is working with the new prosecutor on background details.

Street Vacating — Mr. Quanme is working on the cost proposal for vacating Highview Terrace.
There are three (3) parts for vacating. Mr. Lavery stated whomever it benefits is asked to pay for
the survey. He explained the process of vacating.

Recreation Pole Barn — Mr. Quanme doesn’t have the plans, but has the specs. He will work with
Mrs. Orlando so it can go out to bid again.
